ces of our Loving subje&s, whom It may Concern, have thought fit to prve Notice, and publiſh Our Reſolu- 
tin therein, and do hereby give Notice of, and publiſh the fame accordingly. And We do hereby fur- 
ther (gnifie, that by Our Commiſſion under our great Seal of England, Ve have Appointed and Aut ho- 
rizzd Our Right Truſty and Fight Welbeloved Confin and Conncetlor Thomas Ear! of Danby , Preſident 
of Our Council; Our Right Truſty an Entirely Beloved Couſin and Councellor George Marquis of Hal- 
lifax, Our keeper of Our Privy Seal, Our Right Truſty and Right & ntirely Beloved Couſin and Covncellor 
Hegry Dake of Northfolk, Ear! Marſhal of England ; Our Right Truſty and Entirely Beloved Couſin and 
Counſelor Caarles Marque ſi of Wincielter; Our Right Truſty and Right Felbeloved Couſin and Councel-

wich We do thus publiſh to the intent, that all ſuch perſons, whom it may any Way concern, may know 
hen and where to give their Attendance for the exhibitirg of their Petitions and Claims, concernin 
weir Services before mentioned, to be done and performed unto Us at Our ſaid Coronation. And We do 
reh ſgnifie unto all and every Our Subje&s, whom it may concern, That Our Will and Pleaſme is, and 
edo bereby ftraitly Charge all Perſons, of what rank and Quality ſcever they be, who, enher upon Our 
ters to them direfed, or by reaſon of their Offices, or Tenures, or otherwiſe,are to do any Service at the 
id Day, or time of our Coronation; That they do duly give their Attendance acceraingly in all Reſpefis; 
ni ſped and Appointed as to fo great a Solemnity appertaineth, and anſwerable to the D ignities and 
aces which every one of them reſpedively holdeth aud enjoyeth; And of this, They, or any of them, are 
t to fail, as they will anſwer the contrary at their Perils, unleſs upon Sper ial Reaſons by Our ſelf, 
der Our Hand to be allowed, We ſhall Piſpence with any of their Services or Attendances.
